The British Premier Admits the 
Monroe Doctrine is Entitled to 
Respectful Consideration. 

Will Not Agree, That the U. S. Are 
Interested in livery Fron- 
tier Dispute. 



Washington, Dec 13. — The following 
is the concluding portion of Lord Salis- 
bury's dispatch of November 10: 

" In the remarks which 1 have made, 
[ have argued on the theory that the 
Monroe doctrine in itseji is Hound. I 
must not, however, be understood as ex- 
pressing any acceptance of it on the pin t 
of Her Majesty's government. It must 
always be mentioned with respect, on 
account of the distinguished statesman 
to. whom it wasdue, and the great nation 
which has adopted it. But international 
law is founded on the general consent of 
nations, and no statesman, however 
eminent, and no nation, however power- 
ful, are competent to insert into the code 
of international law a novel principle 
which was nevei recognized before and 
which has not since been acceptetl by 
the government of tiny other country. 
The United States l ave'n right, like atiy 
other nation, to in'orpose in any contro- 
versy by which tli ii own interests are 
afl'eeted, and they are the judges whether 
those interes's are touched, and in what 
measure they should be sustained. But 
their rights are in no way strength- 
ened _ or extended by the fact that 
the controversy affects some territory 
which is called America. Mr. Olney 
quotes the case o' the recent Chilean 
war, in which the United States declined 
to join with France and England in an 
effort to bring hostilities to a close on ac- 
count of the Monroe doctrine. The 
United States were entirely in the right 
in declining to joiiv in an attempt at 
pacification if they thought lit, but Mr. 
Olney's principle, that ' American ques- 
tions are for American decision,' even if 
it received any countenance from the 
language of President Monroe, which it 
does not, cannot be sustained by any 
reasoning drawn from the law of nations. 
The government of the United Sta'es 
is not entitled to affirm as a universal 
proposition, with reference to a number 
of independent states for whose conduct 
it assumes -no responsibility, that its in- 
terests are necessarily concerned in 
whatever may befall those states simply 
becusc they are situated in the western 
hemisphere. It may well be said' that 
the .ii.;." rests of_ the United States are 
affected by something that happens to 
Chili or Peru and the circumstances 
may give them the right of interference, 
but such it contingency may equally 
happen in the case of China or Japan, 
and the right of interference is not more, 
extensive or more assured in the one 
case than in the other. 

"Though the language of President 
Monroe is directed to the attainment 
of objects which most Englishmen would 
agree to be salutary, it is impossible to 
admit that they have been inscribed by 
any adequate authority in the code of 
international law, and "the danger which 
such admission would involve is suf- 
ficiently exhibited, both by the strong 
development which the doctrine has re- 
ceived at Mr. Olney's bands and the 
arguments from which it is supported in 
the lespatch under reply. Jn defence 
of it he says: 'That the distance of 
3,000 miles of inter veil, ocean makes 
any permanent political union between 
a European and an American state un- 1 
natural ana inexpedient, will hardly be| 
denied. But physical and geographical 
considerations are tho least of the ob- 
jections to such a union. Europe has a 
set of primary int. >-<3Bts which are 
peculiar to herself. America is not in- 
terested in them, and ought not to be 
vexed or complicated with them.' And 
again : ' Thus far in our lc -tory we have 
been spared the burdens u'sd evils of im- 
mense standing armies and all the other 
accessories of huge warlike establish- 
ments, and the exemption has highly con- 
tributed to our national greatness anil 
wealth, as well as to the happiness of 
every citizen. But with tbe Dowers of 
Europe camped on American soil the 
ideal conditions we have thus far en- 
joyed cannot be expected to continue.' 
The necessary meaning of these words is 
that the union between Great Britain 
and Canada; between Great Britain and 
Jamaica and Trinidad; between Great 
Britain and British Honduras or British 
Guiana, is 1 inexpedient and unnatural.' 
President Monroe disclaims any such 
inference from his doctrine ; but in this, 
as in other respects, Mc. Olney deve- 
lops it. He lays down that the inex- 
pedient and unnatural character of the 
union between a European and an Amer- 
ican state is so obvious that 'it will hard- 
ly be denied.' Her Majesty's govern- 
ment is prepared emphatically to deny 
it on behalf of both the British and 
American people who arc subject to her 
crown. They maintain that the union 
between Great Britain and her territor- 
ies in the Western Hemisphere is both 
n.Uural and expedient. They fully con- 
cm* with the view which President Mon- 
roe apparently entertained, that any 
distu -bance of the existing territorial 



distribution in that hemisphere by 
any fres.. acquisitions on the part 
of any FAiropean state would 
be a 1 igiily inexpedient change. 
But they are not prepared 
to admit, that the lucounition of that ex- 
pediency :r- clothed with the sanction 
which bet tigs to the doctrine of interna- 
tional law. They are not prepared to 
admit, that the interests of tho United 
States art scessarily concerned in every 
frontier do "mte which may arise be- 
tween an; .,coof the states who possess 
dominion a the Western hemisphere, 
and still li a can they accept the doc- 
trine that the United States is entitled 
to claim that the process of arbitration 
shall be applied to liny demand for the 
surrender o' territory which one of those 
states may i ake against another. 

" I have i .nmented in the above re- 
marks only Maui the general aspect/ of 
Mr. Olney'; doctrines, apart from the 
special considerations which attach to 
the controversy between the United 
Kingdom and Venezuela in its present 
phase. This controversy has undoubt- 
edly been made more difficult by the in- 
considerate action of the Venezuelan 
government in breaking oil' relations 
with Her Majesty's government, and its 
settlement has been correspondingly de- 
layed, but Her Majesty's government 
has not surrendered the hope that it 
will be adjusted by a reasonable ar- 
rangement at an early date. 1 request 
that you M ill read the substance of the 
above dispatch to Mr. Olney, and leave 
him a copy il he desires it." 

In his closing note Lord Salisbury 
rapidly traces the history of negotiations 
clown to 1S87, when the situation had 
become so acute, owing to the Venezue- 
lan demands foi an evacuation of the 
disputed territory by Great Britain that 
the British representative at Caracas re- 
ceived his passports and diplomatic rela- 
tions were declared by Venezuela to be 
suspended. $ Great Britain has from the 
first held to the same view as to the ex- 
tent of her territory. She is willing to 
arbitrate a portion of her claims. As re- 
gards the rest, within the Sehpmbcrg 
line, they do not consider that the rights 
of Great Britain are open to question. 
If the concessions which Great Britain 
has been willing to make from time to 
time have diminished it has been be- 
cause she is unwilling to surrender to 
foreign rule control over her subjects 
who have gradually colonized the 
country. 

In conclusion, Lord Salisbury says: 
"Although the negotiations in 181)0, 
1891 and 1893 did not lead to any result, 
Her Majesty's government has not 
abandoned the hope that they may be 
resumed with better success. "Her 
Majesty's government are sincerely de- 
sirous of being on friendly relations 
with Venezuela, and have no desire to 
seize territory that proper ly belongs to 
her, or forcibly to extend sovereignty 
over any portion of her population. 
They have, on the contrary, repeatedly 
expressed their readiness to submit to 
arbitration the conflicting claims of 
Great Britain and Venezuela to large 
tracts of territory, which from their 
auriferous nature tire known to be 
of almost untold valuo.. But they can- 
not consent to submit to the arbitration 
of any power, or any foreign jurists, 
however eminent, claims based on the 
extravagant pretensions of Spanish offi- 
cials involving the transfer of large num- 
bers of British subjects, who have for 
yearsenjoyed the settled rule of the Brit- 
ish colony, to a natiou-of different race 
and language whose political system is 
subject to frequent disturbances and 
whose institutions too often afford very 
inadequate protect ion to life and proper- 
ty. No issue of this description litis ever 
been involved in the questions which 
Great Britain and the United States 
have consented to submit to arbitration, | 
and her Majesty's government are con- 
vinced that in similar circumstances the 
government of the United States would 
Be equally firm in declining to entertain i 
proposals of such a nature.

Ottawa, Dec. 17. — The government 
has decided to set apart four townships 
in the Territories for father Lacombe's 
reservation scheme. 

Last summer the Imperial govern- 
ment published, as a state paper for dis- 
ribution in England, a descriptive ac- 
count of the different provinces of Can- 
ada, prepared under Hon. Mr. Daly's 
direction. The plan having proved suc- 
cessful, the department of the interior is 
now collecting from tho different pro- 
vinces reports of the season's crops, 
which will be embodied in a single re- 
port and transmitted to the colonial of- 
fice for similar publication.

The "Times" Considers That He 
Has Adopted an Ag-gressive 
Course With Levity. 



Is He Mad, or Has He Been Hypno- 
tized by Olney ?— Significant 
Comments. 



London, Dec. 18. — The Times says in 
an editorial remarking upon the Ameri- 
can legal and lay opinion which is 
already denouncing President Cleveland 
says : "A curious evidence of the levity 
with which Mr. Cleveland has adopted 
an aggressive po'icy is found in the fact 
that be actually reduces the Monroe 
doctrine to a nullity by admitting that 
America cannot object to any boundary 
adjustment that Venezuela chooses 
to make of her own free will. 
England might possibly effect 
some very remarkable adjustments 
by offering Venezuela one-half 
the money Senator Chandler proposes 
for war purposes, in which case, accord- 
ing to President Cleveland, the U.S. 
would have nothing to say to the great 
extension of European influence on the 
American continent. When the matter 
comes to be weighed the American people 
are not likely to place unlimited confi- 
dence in a man showing so little genuine 
appreciation of a doctrine of which he 
has made temporary capital, and when 
they realize the monstrous and insulting 
character of the demand preferred in 
their name they will recognize our atti- 
tude as the only attitude that men of 
their blood could possibly adopt, or that 
they could see us adopt, without a 
blush" 

The Pall Mall Gazette ridicules the 
whole matter, saying " it flashed across 
us at first that President Cleveland was 
mad, and second, that he was hypno- 
tized by Mr. Olney, who was hypno- 
tized by Mr. Lodge.' But it is only an 
election address and we advise Mr. 
Cleveland to appeal to tho country im- 
mediately, before the Americans have 
time to study tho Olney doctrine. But 
we fear that even now it is too late for 
the world has already given the word, 
' Bugaboo,' alas! ' Bugaboo.' " 

The Globe remarks: "No self-re- 
specting nation would for a moment en- 
tertain such pretens ; ons, and no one 
doubts that President Cleveland's 
heroics are due to politics. His Sack- 
ville action shows the lengths to which 
he is prepared ito go in the sacred cause 
of spread-eagleism. Exceedingly inop- 
portune is the tune of bluff and bluster 
when the strongest ministry of modern 
times is in office. The mere possibility 
of war between the two great nations, 
with common ancestry and interests 
is too dreadful to contemplate; but it 
would not be wise for American states- 
men to confide too much in the amiable 
sentiment that blood is thicker than wa- 
ter or to imagine thet England can he 
intimidated. President Cleveland must 
also reckon with France if he insists 
upon carrying out his modern construc- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine in its en- 
tirety." 

The Evening Standard Btates that 
" It seems impossible tor any public 
man to issue a document in such offen- 
sive terms, ft is a fresh attempt for the 
Irish vote and the tag-rag of the large 
towng." 

Pahis, Dec. 18. — La Republique Fran- 
chise says; ''ft is in everyway a big 
affair which has fallen into Lord Salis- 
bury's hand. They would not be sorry 
in London to draw the United States in- 
to a quairel in view of our frontier 
troubles with Brazil. But they must 
not imagine that we shall hasten to 
play upon this occasion the game o£ 
diplomacy of Great Britain, who is 
isolated in the east and far east. We 
shall be curious and amused to see what 
steps she will take respecting ill- 
tempered brother Jonathan, in view of 
her policy of independent action."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Dec. is.— Dr. Lewis Hall, 
of Victoria, Grantl Chioi Templar, ad- 
dressed the Good Templars of Vancouver, 
last night, on Liu; occasion of an enter- 
tainment given in his honor. 

The executive of the Ratepayers' As- 
sociation Iiuh adopted the municipal plat- 
form of the Nationalists and chosen the 
following gentlemen as its candidates: 
For mayor: Aid. Bethune; for alder- 
men : Mr. James Ramsav, AM. Clenden- 
ntng, Aid. Brown, W. S. McDonald, Aid. 
McDonald, John McCrae. The platform 
adopted by the executive is most radical 
in principle. Further reduction of the 
tax on improvements was unanimously 
endorsed. Other planks in the plat- 
form are abolition of the poll tax and 
abolition of the property qualification for 
mayor and aldermen. All entitled to 
vote at the civic election are to be allowed 
to vote on money by-laws. Mayor (Jol- 
lins did all he could to check the rush of 
radical resolutions. 



Mines smelter at Nelson is an industrial 
enterprise that will be of great benefit to 
British Columbia. To be of the greatest 
benefit, its owners must of necessity 
keep the expense of treating ore at the 
I lowest possible figure. One of the items 
of expense in operating smelters is the 
cost of fuel. Fuel, such as coke, must 
from necessity he brought from distant 
points. Coke for the Hall Mines smelter 
is purchased in the United States, and 
shipped in by way of the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard railway, a road that cannot 
deliver the coke at the smelter because 
of its not having track connection with 
tho road that has a sidetrack or spur 
right alongside the smelter. The road 
that has the sidetrack or spur is the 
Canadian Pacific, and its managers 
absolutely refuse to allow the Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard the privilege of making 
it connection unless the latter allows it 
running privileges over live miles of 
toad. More: its managers threaten to 
enjoin the Nelson and Fort Sheppard if 
even an attempt is made to extend its 
track into the town of Nelson. Because 
of this action, the managers of the Hall 
Mines smelter are forced to builda 
wagon road from the smelter to a rail- 
way siding, a mile and a half distant, 
over which all coke used at the smelter 
will be hauled by teams.

Docs President Cleveland 
seriously think that we can admit the 
proposition that the frontiers of Europ- 
ean colonies in the two Americas are to 
lie held at the good pleasure of a com- 
mittee of Washington City gentlemen? 
"What would the L'nited States nave 
said in 1848 if, as an American power, 
we had advanced the claim, based on 
this principle, to protect Mexico from 
a wantonly aggressive war by which 
President Cleveland's predecessors set- 
tled the Texan boundary dispute? " 

The Times says : It is impossible to 
estimate the gravity oi the difficulties 
that have arisen between Croat Britain 
and the United States. President Cleve- 
land's message and its reception by both 
sides of the senate gives additional im- 
portance to the dispatches between 
Washington City and London. The de- 
tails of the boundary dispute are insig- 
nificant in comparison with the far- 
reaching claims advanced in Mr. Olney's 
dispatch and emphasized in President 
Cleveland's message. Convinced, as we 
are, that a rupture between the two 
great English-speaking communities 
would be a calamity not only to them- 
selves but to the civilized world, we are 
nevertheless driven to the conclusion 
that the concessions this country is so 
imperiously summoned to make are 
such as no self-respecting nation, least 
of all one ruling an empire that has its 
roots in eery quarter of the globe, could 
possibly submit to. The United Slate 1 ; 
themselves would never for a moment 
dream of yielding to this kind of dicta- 
tion. We are oi the sane blood, and 
shall not be less careful of our national 
honor. A'e can hardly believe the course 
threatened by President Cleveland will 
be seriously adopted by the American 
government, but, if so. it is incumbent 
upon us, without entering upon any ag- 
gressive measures, to protect our Impe- 
rial interests and to stand up for our 
rights under international law. 

The Times then proceeds to argue 
that the Monroe doctrine h is never been 
recognized as international law, and 
quotes Lord Salisbury's admission that 
any disturbance of the existing terri- 
torial distribution in the western hem- 
isphere by any European state would be 
highly inexpedient , and then continues: 
" But the recognition of this expediency 
does not cover the preposterous deduc- 
tions which Mr. Olney's dispatch ad- 
vances and which Mr. Cleveland makes 
the basis of the most astounding pro- 
posal that has perhaps ever been ad- 
vanced by any government i 1 times of 
peace since the days of Napoleon. We 
desire to speak with all proper reserve, 
but we confidently predict that Great 
Britain will not admit the preten- 
sions put forward by President Cleve- 
land. No commission appointed by a 
power which is not a party to the dis- 
pute will he recognized by us as having 
a title of any sort to pronounce upon a 
bou in. ary question. It, will receive no 
assistance from European authorities. 
Its decision will be null and void from 
the outset, even if its origin did not 
taint it with partiality. We shall be 
very much astonished if there is any dis- 
agreement among the organs of publi" 
opinion in this country as to the manner 
in which the claim should he con- 
fronted." 

The Times contends further that Kng- 
land is bound to resist the extended 
claim of Monroeism, any says; " A 
power which has command of the sea 
does not regard 3,000 miles of interven- 
ing, ocean as severing it from its sub- 
jects." 

The Standard, the Conservative orgnn, 
in an editorial, says : "This extraor- 
dinary document will receive from Eng- 
lish publicists more dispassionate treat- 
ment than the decidedly provocative 
nature of its contents renders altogether 
easy. It was prepared by the responsi- 
ble head of a state, and will probably 
receive the formal assent of congress.

The New York World is almost alone 
in assuming a hostile tone \\ith respect 
to the message. The World says in 
part: ''/'resident Cleveland's message 
to Congress, is a serious blunder. It is 
a blunder because it. is based upon a 
wrong conception, because it is not sus- 
tained by international law or usage, 
and because it places the United States 
in a false position. The President in his 
message, like Secretary Olney in his 
despatches, assumes that the policy of 
Great Britain in Venezuela involves a 
menace to this country. Are our peace 
and safety as a nation, the in- 
tegrity of our free institutions and 
the tranquil maintenance of our dis- 
tinctive form of government threatened 
by an extension, however, unwarranted 
and arbitrary, <>f the English possessions 
in Venezuela? The serious nature of 
this ' Jingo ' bugaboo is sufficiently in- 
dicated by pointing to Canada and to 
liritish Columbia on our very borders. 
England is not a 'foreign nation ' in 
this hemisphere.

PARALLEL CASES. 

A great many who talk rashly about 
the Manitoba school question s^em to 
forget that the minority in that Province 
hold their rights by precisely the same 
terms as do the Protestant minority of 
the Province of Quebec. The Constitu- 
tion of tin' Dominion is all that stands 
between Quebec Protestants and oppres- 
sion or unfair treatment in the matter 
of education. This point was well 
brought out by the Hon. Mr. Foster in 
his speech at Bracebridge, in the county 
of North Ontario. He said : 

" In one case the schools are Protest- 
ant, in the other they are Roman Catho- 
lic. The constitution which confers 
those rights in Quebec was framed by 
the French Rinnan Catholic majority as 
a safeguard, and guarantees separate 
schools to the minority. The two pro- 
vinces therefore stand on the same foot- 
ing regarding the school question, and 
what would be justice for one should 
certainly be justice for the other. In 
both cases a compact has been solemnly 
entered into, which should be regarded 
as binding. The institutions and beliefs 
of one class of the community areas 
sacred to them as the institutions of any 
other class, held just as tenaciously, but 
which circumstances havenot or yet tend- 
ed to bring out as prominently as aggres- 
sively. Should these rights in the one 
instance be ruthlessly and unconstitu- 
tionally destroyed, and in the other 
zealously preserved? The spirit of jus 
tice and lair play which prompts a set- 
tlement by the Government in the only 
right, way in Manitoba, would be ob- 
served with equal rigidity in the case of 
Quebec should such a contingency arise. 
For the sake of the minority in Quebec 
as well as the minority in Manitoba, 
and, above all, for the spirit of consider- 
ation and fairness which should be par- 
amount in a country composed of diver- 
sified races and creeds, let prejudice be 
put severely aside. A grievance has 
been declared to exis. by the highest 
court in the Empire. Is the constitu- 
tion In be maintained or not? Remem 
ber the minority in Quebec, and let 
calm judgment prevail." 

These are words of wisdom, and it is 
not at all surprising that they had an 
eflect favorable to toleration and fair 
play in North Ontario. If the Confedera- 
tion is to be kept together the federal 
compact in every province should he 
strictly observed. To repudiate it be- 
cause it was made a long time ago, as 
some thoughtless people talk of doing, is 
both dangerous and foolish. A bargain 
is a bargain whether it is made by a 
province or an individual, ami good 
faith and honesty require those who 
make il to live up lo it without swerving 
tn one side or lo the other. 



"THE BALANCE OF I'd WEE." 

It is difficult to understand how the 
President of the United States could talk 
of the " balance of power " on this con- 
tinent with a Berious countenance.

A SHALLOW DECEIVER. 

We are surprised at the Times. There 
is an incredulity that indicates, not 
sharpness or shrewdness, hut idiocy or 
dishonesty. When the Times says that 
Col. Prior is not a Cabinet Minister " in 
the ordinary sense of the term,'' it di- 
rectly contradicts the Prime Minister of 
the Dominion, who states distinctly 
that Mr. Prior is Privy Councillor and 
Cabinet Minister and has just as much 
voice in the affairs of the Dominion as 
he has.

The most 
dangerous of the enemies o: the United 
States is within itself, and not across the 
Atlantic or anywhere else,. It is the en- 
emy which it is nursing in its bosom, 
and not any foreign foe that will de- 
prive it of its power, moral and material. 

THE LATEST MESSAGE. 

The President's message on the boun- 
dary dispute between Great Britain and 
Venezuela is a most important docu- 
ment and may lead to momentous re- 
sults. There have been times when in- 
terference with a foreign nation's con- 
cerns such as the President of the Uni- 
ted States recommends would be regard- 
ed as tantamount to 11 declaration of 
war and would be soon followed by hos- 
tile action. Hut nations are more peace- 
able in these days and the President's 
threatening message may possibly 
not lead to an interruption of the 
friendly relations that have so long 
existetl between Great Britain and 
the United States; but we can- 
not help thinking that, for a time at 
any rate, those relations will cease to be 
friendly, and to use a term that is now 
current will become "strained." And 
it seems to us that it will not he tit all 
surprising if before long they shall be 
strained to the point of rupture and be- 
yond that point. 

The diftteulty that has arisen between 
the two great Knglish-spe-aking powers 
is not, by any means, complicated. The 
facts tire these. Great Britain has a 
colony in South America whose western 
boundary is conterminous with the east- 
ern boundary of Venezuela. There has 
for some time been a dispute between 
Guiana or rattier Great Britain and 
Venezuela as to the boundary between 
the colony and the republic. There is a 
strip of territory which is claimed by 
both. So far the dispute has been a 
peaceful one. The Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, it is true, seized some British 
constables and held them in durance 
vile for a short time, but it has acknow- 
ledged that a mistake was committed 
and expressed its willingness to make 
reparation. 

During the progress of this boundary 
dispute the Government of the United 
States has interposed its good offices and 
recommended the two countries to refer 
the mutter to arbitration. Great Britain 
has courteously declined to accept the 
advice of the United States with regard 
to territory which she has possessed ever 
since the conquest of Guiana. But she 
is willing to submit her claim to part of 
the disputed territory to arbitration. 

Now the President of the CnitedStates 
dec lares that as Great Britain has notsnb- 
mitted its dispute with Venezuela to 
arbitration the United States will run 
the line between British Guiana and 
Venezuela and will treat Great Britain as 
an enemy if it exercises acts of ownership 
over territory which the United States 
surveying commission decides belongs 
to Venezuela. This is a singular posi- 
tion for a third party to lake, and one 
which has no interest whatever in the 
territory in dispute. But the Monroe 
doctrine comes in here, which is a meie 
declaration of a President of the United 
States made seventy years ago, and even 
that, as Lord Salisbury clearly shows, 
has no bearing on the dispute between 
Great Britain and Venezuela: 

Great Britain, he says, is impos- i 
ing no "system" upon Venezuela 
and is not concerning herself in 
any way with the nature of the 
political institutions under which 
the Venezuelans may prefer to 
live. But the British Empire and the 
Republic of Venezuela are neighbors, 
and they have differed for some time 
past, and continue to differ, as to the 
line by which their dominions are sepa- 
rated. It is a controversy with which 
the United States have no apparent prac- 
tical concern. It is difficult indeed to 
see how it can materially ailed any state 
ommunity outside of those primarily 
interested, except perhaps other pacts of 
1 let- Majesty's dominions, such as Trini- 
lad.

Still rates 
have not reacted to any extent, a result 
to which the rather unlooked for demand 
from South Africa and Australia has 
contributed not a little. The inquiry for 
lumber coastwise steadily improves. 
Tonnage for immediate loading is much 
wanted and rates are stiller in conse- 
quence, in fact, as regards this branch 
of the trade the conditions are better 
than for years past. Practically all of 
the coast mills, both British and Ameri- 
can, have combined to control the out- 
put and it is expected that prices will be 
advanced very shortly. The last salmon 
vessel of this season, the John Gam- 
bles, misses her charter by late arrival, 
and the cargo intended for her will be 
provided tor elsewhere. 

THE " ECHO'S " NEW OWNER. 

Yesterday the little twenty odd ton 
schooner Echo, of Fairhaven, which 
came here some time ago with a load of 
produce, was registered as a British 
bottom. A few daysagosbe became the 
property of a young Eastern lady, an 
acquaintance of Captain Shain, the 
former ownei and commander, who is 
shortly to become a resident of Vic- 
toria. Captain Shain will retain the 
management of the vessel and a privilege 
which he will now enjoy is trading on 
the West Coast. 

THE SEHOMK's SUCCESSOR. 

The steamer Edith which, according 
to present expectations, is to take the 
Sehorne's place on the Sound route, is a 
smaller craft than the latter and fairly 
compares in size with the Rosalie. She 
wns originally a pleasure yacht, having 
been built in San Francisco, but recent- 
ly has been running on the Port Towns- 
end-Port Gamble route. While in this 
hitter service she struck a snug and was 
considerably damaged. She is now at 
Tacoma undergoing a course of tieat- 
ment which will leave her in first-class 
condition. * 

THE INItOl'ND " VICTORIA." 
The steamship Victoria, of the North- 
ern Pacific line is due from China and 
Japan on the 28th inst., having sailed 
from Yokohama last Saturday morning. 
Her cargo is as usual very large, amount- 
ing in all to over 4,000 tons, divided 
thus: liOO tons for Victoria, inclusive of 
San Francisco freight; 500 tons for Port- 
land and the Sound, and 3,000 tons for 
overland points, including 1,500 bales of 
silk. There are only L5 Chinese aboard 
for Victoria, but there are 35 for Port- 
land.

(21), " Coldstream " (3!)), "Mount 
Baker" (45), "Pond in Beacon Hill 
Park" (83), "Winter from Church 
Hill " (88j, " Foul Hay " (130), "Thetis 
Island" (ML'), "Mount Baker from 
Beacon Hill" (152), "Evening" (153), 
"Home Sweet Home'' (173), "View 
from Gonzales" (191) and " Strait? of 
San Juan de Fuca" (225), tell of a busy 
twelvemonth profitably otnployfld. Mr. 
G.T.Brown also fir is congenial sub-

(139), "Mount Baker from Regent's 
Park" (150), " Okanagan Lake" (125) 
and " Shuswnp Lake " (151); while " A 
Clearing" (140) by S. Tytler. also n 
British Columbia scene, is one of the 
best pieces of coloring in the exhibition 
and with its fidelity to nature one of the 
most taking sketches in the hall. The 
same artist also found material at home 
for his " Edge of Clearini: " (126) and 
"Upper Phillip River" ("127), "Bush 
Road " (132) and " Can »;i " (133). 

Of upwards of ninety oils and water- 
colors bearing Bamford's signature the 
most thoroughly representative of the 
artist's style, as Well as the most im- 
portant work, is " The Mum e! Gather- 
ers " (24), a morning view of the Straits 
which is remarkable for the charm of 
its lighting and for the kindly treatment 
of the native sons and daughters of the 
Golden West who torm the industriously 
employed group in the foreground. Few- 
artists have found the value oi the 
Coast Siwash or treated him as accept- 
ably as Mr. Bamford here has — while at 
the same time painting him as true to 
the original even as the shimmering 
Straits, kelp-covered, in the clear air of 
the early morning. 

Mr. BarfPs marine pictures, to which 
it is understood be intends to devote his 
attention almost exclusively in future, 
command the heartiest, admiration of 
all who inspect them, while Mr. Mac- 
lure's water colors of familiar scenes — like 
Mr. Shrapnel's dead game — are too w 11 
known to Victorian ' to call for analytical 
description or the commendation which | < 
they so heartily deserve. All the home I c 
artists have naturally found employment 
for- their brushes chiefly in depicting 
British Columbia scenes — this! province 
being indeed an artist's paradise. Miss 
Worsfold, F. B, Boulton (who also is 
represented by some excellent Austra- 
lian paintings), A. Lee Rogers, Miss 
Drake, Miss Hay ward, and I/oemans in. 
others of appreciative minds who hay. 
devoted their especial attention to pro- 
vincial scenes. 

" A Portrait " (160) by Miss Worflfold 
is extremely good, there Being a total 
lack of that harshness of treatment 
which so often distigmes this eutsa of 
work. Turning to animal life the 
portrait of " Broadmead " by II. H. 
Simpson shows great promise fo. ihe 
author, bis work reminding one of 
Harry Hall's best style. Salmon, R. A., 
i8 represented by two pieces, "St.. 
Michael's Mount, England," (7ti) and 
"St. Michael's Mount, France," (75); 
in each the subject, though difficult, is 
handled with a master's skill, the color- 
ing being especially good. Henry Sand- 
ham, R.C.A., in "The Poultry Yard" 
(70) affords a very good example of 
effective grouping and shows careful at- 
tention to detail in the portrayal of 
domestic animal life. "Ihe Bay of 
Naples " (85), by do Franceshi, is very 
simple in its details, hut it is neverthe- 
less an excellent color painting, and 
worthy of more than casual inspection.

in England. The Professional Woman's 
league of New York city lias also been 

invited to send representatives, and it is 
expected that anion^the prominent rep- 
resentatives of various dubs of Gotham 
will be included Mrs. Russell Sage, 
Mrs. A. M. Palmer, Mis. William Tod 
Helmut!), Mrs. Jennie dc la M. Lozier, 
Mrs. Ralph Shaiuwald, Mrs. Robert 
Abbe and many others, while the re- 
sponses already received by the commit- 
tee indicate that over !1() states will send 
representatives, including a number 
from tho far west. 

Not since the congress of representa- 
tive women at tho World's fair has any- 
thing occurred to give g grout an im- 
petus to organization for women as tho 
congress at tho Atlanta exposition, ami 
those who know of the wonderful oat- 
come of the congress of representative 
women may well look f r even greater 
results from these congresses. 

The general federation will send an 
exhibit of programmes, histories, pic- 
tures of clubhouses and interiors and 
photographs of prominent officers to the 
Atlanta congress. Similar exhibits are 
to bo made a feature of t bo biennial at 
Louisville in May, lSOfj, and of all fu- 
ture biennials. All federated clubs are 
also asked to exhibit at Atlanta. 

Although represented ju tho federa- 
tion by only clubs out of a total of 
450 individual clnbs, the south is rich 
in tho material of its literary organiza- 
tions, tho progressive spj r jt of its wom- 
en and tho vast amount f intellectual 
ability as shown in its women novel- 
ists, essayists, poets and. general writers. 
Charleston i 8 probably the only city of 
any note in the south where organiza- 
tion for womtL is absolutely an un- 
known factor and where there is not as 
yet a single woman's elan in tho city. 
That the Charleston of today is practi- 
cally the Charleston of uutebelhiiii days 
is chiefly duo to the extreme exclusive- 
ness of its citizens socially. 

But many other cities of the south 
are happily progressive. New Orleans 
has a number of woman's clubs, Mem- 
phis lias a still greater number, and 
their strength may bo judged by the 
fact that the Memphis Wiiiikui'h council 
embraces is boding women's organiza- 
tions of t he city. No exact figures of 
the number of clnbwoinpij in the city 
if Memphis arc at hand, but there are 
about 1,000, for over 51,000 :m ' shown 
by the membership lists of the woman's 
couuci I. 

Mississippi, Louisiana and Alabama 
are all well equipped with women's 
-lulis, especially the two former. In 
New i Irlenus may be found the Women's 
club, the Portia club, tho Quarunte, the 
Geographic ami others, such as the Ro- 
seau, the Arena, the Uant" and the 
Browning clubrf. 

Elizabeth Bishind, now Mrs. Wet- 
more of New York city, founded the 
Woman's club of New Orleans in 1884. 
She was its first president, and her suc- 
cessors have been such prominent and 
accomplished women as Mrs. Maria ,J. 
(;. Swayzie, Mrs. J. (J. Chirk, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia B. Thomas, Miss (Catherine No- 
bles ami .Mrs. Davis Sumter Marks, who 
is tho present president. One of tho 
most valued workers for the club among 
these officers was the olever writer, Miss 
Katherine Nobles, who Was tho delegate 
lo the convention which formed tho fed- 
eration and who was one, f tho original 
Bommittee of 11. In addition to her 
literary ability Miss Nobles is a lino or- 
ganizer and an offoctivo officer. She is 
constantly active in tho literary, educa- 
tional and philanthropic work of the 
city. 

Mrs. Mollio Moore Davis, the presi- 
dent of the Geographic t ,lub, is one of 
Jihe noted coterie of brilliant southern 
women whoso names will bo recognized 
throughout the HterWy world. Mrs. 
Davis is an enthusiastic clubwoman and 
a lino presiding officer. The Geographic 
club has done service and thoughtful 
work under tho title "Th Religions of 



the World," and tho ancient eivilixa 
Hons of Assyria, Egypt, Chaldea, India, 
Persia, Phoenicia, Judaxi, Chiuannd Ja- 
pan have been passed in studious review 
by its members, who number many cnl- 
tnred ami highly intellectual women in 
their ranks. .Mrs. tulliaiu Preston John- 
sou, wife of the president of Tuluuo uni- 
versity, is now the president of tho 
Quaranie club, Miss Florence Hater- 
wald is Ihe president oi me Portia club, 
Mrs. Oscar Nixon is tho president of ' 
Current Topics class, and Miss Rub jo 
Harris is tho president of the alunuiSBOl' 
tho New Orleans girls' high school. 

Mrs. Prances L. Turnbull, tho presi- 
dent of the Woman's Literary club of 
Baltimore, writes me a long and inter- 
esting letter, and says : "The Woman's 
Literary ehib of Baltimore is now in its 
sixth year, and it was the first associa- 
tion of its kind in tho state. Our mem- 
bers are all associate members of tho 
Maryland Academy of Sciences, and 
we have our assembly and committee 
rooms in the old colonial building of 
the ncaderji^. Our club received an 
award from tho Columbian exposition 
and honorable mention from tho board 
of lady managers for our exhibition of 
our own books at the World's fair. The 
work of our club as a whole has steadily 
advanced from year to year, and our 
committees on 'Maryland Artists and 
Authors,' on 'Unwritten History' and 
on 'Archieology' and 'Current Criti- 
cism' have provided us with especially 
tine programmes. 

"Among cur more noted members are 
Mrs. Florence Marie Coutes, Mrs. Chris- 
tine Todd Franklin, Mrs. Olive Thorno 
Miller, Miss Grace Denio Litchfield, Miss 
Katharine Pearson Woods and many oth- 
ers whose literary or artistic fame has 
made them well known." 

Miss Rosa L. Woodberry, chairman of 
tho state commit ice of correspondence for 
Georgia, writes mo an enthusiastic let- 
ter concerning women's clubs, and says: 
"Georgia is a great woman 's club state, 
although all me not as yet federated. 
We hope to make a fair showing at the 
Atlanta exposition, ami I hope that the 
sessions of the federation at Atlanta 
may assist in arousing in ttio south that 
interest in organization which is so 
groat ly needed. ' ' 

Miss Woodberry is n very pretty and 
attractive girl, and one of tho youngest 
officers in the federation, as she is 
scarcely out of her teens. 

Aside from this great activity and in- 
terest in the south, there are important 
meetings in the west and in tho east 
close at hand, so that clubwomen all 
over the country have a simultaneous 
stimulus. The meeting' in the west is 
that of tho Illinois Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, which is to hold its first an- 
nual meeting at Peoria. Tho courtesy of 
the Peoria Woman's club has placed its 
flue clubhouse at tho service of tho fed- 
eration, nud the Oth, 10th and 11th of 
October will sec there a great gathering 
of notable and enthusiastic clubwomen. 
That great authority on civics, Mrs. 
Mary E. Mumford of Philadelphia, will 
be present and is oxpected to road a 
valuable paper on her favorite topic. 
Tho Illinois federation is one of tho 
youngest in the federated galaxy, but its 
energetic and progressive women are al- 
ready reckoned among tho brightest of 
tho organization.

built some of the best warships in the 
navy, expresses the belief that although 
the present strength of the navy is not 
great, there could be extemporized as 
many more efficient ships to enable the 
United States to maintain the prestige 
of her flag. Continuing he gave in detail 
the number of vessels ready and those 
which could be readily prepared for 
war, saying: "We "can count on 
34 now ready; besides six tur- 
reted monitors, six gunboats and 
two battleships now being built, 
making a total of 48. Then there are 18 
of the old Erieson monitors which could 
be put in preparation by having their 
turret arrangement removed and two 
8-inch appearing and disappearing guns 
placed in the barbette in. the hold, 
making them very formidable vessels 
for the defence of our bays and harbors. 
These could l<e extemporized for cruisers 
and commerce destroyers. As for the 
New York, Paris, St. Louis and St. 
Paul, they would rank up to the top 
notch. It would require only the time 
necessary to furnish them with guns.

What a '•Cabinet'* Is by Establish- 
ed Practice— The Premier's 
Freedom of Choice. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Dec. 18. — Premier Bowel) in- 
formed your correspondent to-day that 
both Hon. John F. Wood and Hon. E. 
G. Prior will be members of the Cabinet. 
Statements to a contrary effect which 
were sent out with the first intimation 
of the government's action in the matter 
were the result of a misunderstanding. 
Under the statute creating the office of 
Controller, it is not necessary that it 
shall be held by a member of 
the cabinet, but neither is there, 
anything to prevent a cabinet 
minister becoming as Controller the 
parliamentary head of the customs or 
the inland revenue service. It in said 
to be probable that at the coming 
session there will be legislation re- 
establishing the independent depart- 
ments of Customs and Inland Revenue. 

THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR'S POSITION. 

Considerable comment was, made by 
citizens of Victoria last evening on what 
seemed to be generally regarded as un- 
seemly attacks upon •Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Dewdney in the editorial and cor- 
respondenceof the Times. These attacks 
were based upon Premier Bowell's 
message read at the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive meeting the previous evening and 
published in the Colonist of yesterday. 

A gentleman wiiose statement may be 
implicitly accepted discussed this mut- 
ter last evening. "The Lieutenant- 
Governor's position," he said, " makes 
it out of the question for him to enter 
into a controversy in the press, or I have 
no doubt he would speedily set himself 
right. His Honor has, in fa. t, made in 
private intercourse an explanation which 
should clear him from any imputation of 
political interference in any offensive 
sense. The facts as 1 gathered them, 
and as I feel free to state without impro- 
priety, are very simple; 

" The first announcement of Col. 
Prior's appointment was made rather 
ambiguously, no doubt because without 
the full explanations which came later 
it was not understood bow he was to be 
a Controller and yet a Cabinet Minister. 
Mr. Dewdney being a Privy Councillor 
of long standing was naturally appealed 
to for information by many of those with 
whom he came in contact on Monday 
and Tuesday; and when he saw the con- 
flict of statements in the press he tele- 
graphed to his old colleague Sir Mac- 
kenzie Howell to flnd out if the 
view he had taken and freely expressed 
was the correct one. 

" The reply received from Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell was in accordance with the 
opinion already expressed by Mr. Dewd- 
ney, and as the Premier thought propei 
to wire also to bisnewcolleague, the fact 
of the correspondence thus became pub- 
lic in a manner not contemplated by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, whose sole idea 
was to use the information for the bene- 
fit of all concerned. He did not for a 
moment suppose that any exception 
would be taken to his effort to obtain an 
xplanution which he thought would be 
welcomed by both sides to the contro- 
versy.

FIGHTING CUBANS. 

Prominent Insurgent Leaders Callinc for 
Assistance — Important Victories 
AchieveQ by the Government. 

Havana, Dec. 1ft. — Latu this evening 
it was Btated that the insurgent forces 
under Gomez and Maceo are in a critical 
situation during the course of their ad- 
vance upon the province of Matanzas 
and are requesting other insurgent 
leaders to send them assistance. The 
insurgent army ie now on the borders of 
the provinces of Matanzas and Santa 
Clara. It numbers about 0,000 men and 
is accompanied by about 100 mules with 
ammunition and dynamite. The insur- 
gents aleo have two mountain guns with 
them. The report that Gome/, had his 
horse sh«t under him at the battle o) 
MaKiempo is confirmed. The insur- 
gent:; admit having lost H7G men in that 
engagement. 

Genera! Laque, between Rodas and 
San Marios, has defeated the insurgents 
under Cabrecco with heavy loss. The 
combined columns of troops commanded 
by General Canellas and Col. Bachuero, 
amounting to about 5f>0 men in each 
command, consisting of the battalions 
Simancas and Lichna, in addition to a 
detachment of guerillas and civil guards 
with some artillery have fought and 
routed at Palmerito, Ramon, Taguaa 
and Tortin, the insurgent forces com- 
manded by Jose Maceo, Boni and Peri- 
quito Perez, amounting to 3,000 well 
armed men thoroughly supplied with 
ammunition. The fighting is said to have 
lasted seven hours and the Spanish troops 
are reported to have captured the insur- 
gent positions which were believed to be 
impregnable. The Spanish artillery did 
good work (luring the battle, and 
although the insurgents made a strong 
resistance, intending to penetrate into 
the zone on Guantanamo, they were de- 
feated in this object and entirely routed, 
leaving on the field forty-six dead and 
getting off with 200 more of their killed 
and wounded. On the side of the troops 
Captain Juan Garcia, Lieutenants Ber- 
nallesand Fernando Acevedo, Dr. Pototis 
and Veterinary Surgeon Castillo were 
wounded, seventeen prisoners were 
killed and fifty-three were wounded.
